To return an indictment, nine of 
the 12 grand jury members must 
vote for a true bill.

Mrs. Chadeayne, wife of the 
Democratic nominee for Mayor in 
the 1945 election, was one of three 
women on the jury, the first in 
the history of St, Louis to include 
women. Under provisions of the 
mew state constitution, women 
have the right to be excused from 
jury service when called, and pre- 
gumably have the same privilege 
when it comes to —- after 
servi rt of a term.

Berger — Paper Says

NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (AP) — 


Louis F, Budenz, former editor of 


the Daily Worker, Communist pa- 
per, who renounced Communism 
to rejoin the Catholic Church, has 
identified a man he said was 
known as Hans Berger as the 
mysterious figure directing all 
Communist activity in the United 
States. 

Budenz, who left the party a 
year ago and now is an economics 
instructor at Fordham University, 
told reporters yesterday that Ber- 
ger’s real name was Gerhard Eis- 
ler. Budenz said he took orders 
from Berger when he was editing 
the paper. 

(From 1917 to 1920 Budenz was 
secretary of the St. Louls Civic 
League, an organization working 
for city beautification and estab- 
lishment of playgrounds § and 
neighborhood recreation centers.) 

Budenz declined to give further 

information about Berger, assert- 
ing he would be a witness late 
next month in Washington before 
the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, and that he 
would lay before the committee 
certain documents and references 
containing information about Ber- 
ger. 
In a speech Sunday at Detroit, 
Budaenz told of the existence of a 
secret but dominant figure _ in 
American Communist affairs but 
mentioned no name, 

The Daily Worker, in today's 
edition,. published an interview 
with Gerhard Eisler, quoting him 
as saying the charges were “too 
ridiculous to answer.” The story 
did not refer to him as Berger. 

Meanwhile, P M quoted Lisler 
as saying in an_ interview he 
“didn’t know Berger from Adam.” 
The story in P M stated that 
“Eisler believes he was the in- 
tended victim of a carefully con-

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GUERING LETTER 
SAID 10 REVEAL

NUERNBERG, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
Herman Goering left a letter tell- 
ing just how he purposed to com- 
mit suicide under the noses of his 
guards, a high source reported 
today, 

The informant sald the letter, 
addressed to the prison command- 
ant, Col, B. C. Andrus, and two 
other letters found in his cell 
would be submitted, probably 
Monday, to the Allied Control 
Council in Berlin, 

One of the letters, the source 
said, was addressed to the Reichs- 
marshal’s widow, Emmy Goering, 
and the other was addressed to 
the German people, urging them 
to have courage, 

Others besides Goering among 
the 11 doomed Nazi leaders had 
hoped to beat the gallows by sui- 
cide, a security official revealed. 
Capt. Samuel Binder said that 
from Jan. 1 until the execution 
day guards 10 times had found 
prohibited articles in the cells of 
the condemned men. He said 
any of these articles might have 
been used for se)f-destruction. 

The articles ranged from a 
single screw found in the cell of 
Baron Constantin von Neurath to 
a glass vial in the possession of 
Joachim von Ribbentrop. 

Goering told his wife in her last 
visit to the prison that he no 
longer had any of the poison with

Navy Unveils Reluctant Turtle, 
Jeep That Travels Under Water 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Oct. 18 (AP) 
—The Navy unveiled the Reluc- 
tant Turtle yesterday, a subma- 
rine jeep that adds one new talent 
to the versatile vehicle of World 
War II fame. 

Experts said the depth to which 
the seagoing jeep may submerge 
“seems to be limited only to the 
length of the neck of the driver, 
whose head must stick out of 
water.” 

Marine Sgt. Roy Harmon of 
Washington, veteran of Pacific 
fighting and driver of the Turtle, 
wore a diving suit, minus head- 
piece, The waves lapped over his 
collar and wet him to the waist. 

Hitting the water at 18 miles 
an hour, in a demonstration for 
reporters, the Turtle threw a 
spray 20 feet into the air and 
slowed to the speed of a walk. 

The Turtle, using four-wheel 
power, churned on and the wheels 
submerged. Then the fenders and 
finally the windshield disappeared,

scopes, sticking out of the water. 
The demonstration lasted more 
than an hour, 

The Turtle is an ordinary jeep 
equipped with a “submarine” kit. 
Marine and Navy men at the 
demonstration said the seagoing 
jeep might have saved lives and 
equipment in wartime beach in- 
vasions, It will permit jeep-borne 
soldiers to ford rivers. 

“We've had them under water 
for as long as one and one-half 
hours, but of course they aren't 
intended to be submersible that 
long,” said R. P. Kelly, representa- 
tive of Willys-Overland, which 
constructs the kits for the Navy. 

The “submarine” kits cost $1000 
each, officials estimated. They 
contain 125 parts. The change con- 
sists principally in making igni- 
tion parts waterproof, but the 
largest pieces are extensions of 
the exhaust pipe and the “breath- 
er” pipe of the jeep, which must 


extend above the surface. 
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U.S. NOTE SAYS: 
YUGOSLAVS HOLD 
DUR NATIONALS 
IN SLAVE LABOR 


Charges Naturalized 
Americans Are Forced 
to Work Without Pay, 
Some Have Died From 
Treatment in Camps. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
The United States Government 
condemned in the strongest terms 
today what it called “slave labor” 
practices by Yugoslavia against 
persons in that country claiming 
to be American citizens. 

A note delivered to the Yugoslav 
Foreign Office 1n Belgrade by Am- 
bassador Richard C. Patterson Jr. 
charged: 

1. Individuals claiming United 
States. citizenship “who have 
been convicted of no crime what- 
ever,” have been confined i 
camps by the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment and some. died as the re- 
sult of conditions and treatment 
to which they were subjected. 

2. The persons surviving the 
are being hired out by 
Yugoslavia to private individuals 

for all types of hard labor for 
which they receive no pay. 

3. The Yugoslav Government 
receives sums from 15 to 650 
dinars per day from the employ- 
ers of these victims, who fre- 
quently work 12 hours daily and 
get only such food and shelter 
as the employers determine, 

The United States Government 
states its abhorrence and condem- 
nation of the practices described 
above,” the note said. 

“They are violations Of the es- 
tablished principles of internation- 
al law governing the protectioh 
of foreign subjects, constituting 
involuntary or forced labor in de- 
nial of the natural rights of hu- 
man beings and possessing no fea- 
tures distinguishable from slave 
labor.” 

Last August, diplomatic quar- 
ters in Washington said several 
notes had been exehanged between 
the United States and Yutigoslav 
governments over the detention of 
more than 60 naturalized Ameri- 
cans who had returned to their 
homeland during the depression 
in this country, 

At one point the new note de- 
clared the claimants to American 
citizenship receive worse treat- 
ment than that to which prisoners 
of war are entitled under the Ge- 
neva convention of 1929. 

It pointed out that under that 
pact, war prisoners can be forced 
to work, but only in terms con-

LIVESTOCK RUS hi 
HERE: CONSUMER 
COMPLAINTS RISE 


Poultry Market Reported 
‘Utterly Demoralized’ 
in 10-13 Cent Drop— 
Butter Down, Eggs and 


Milk Unchanged. 


High prices, which are being 
passed on to the consumer, today 
continued to lure new quantities 
of livestock to markets at Na- 
tional Stockyards and elsewhere 
in the nation as the result of the 


end of meat price control last 
Tuesday, 

Receipts of cattle, hogs and 
sheep and lambs at the 12 leading 
livestock markets of the nation 
were well above those of a year 
ago and vastly higher than a 
week ago. About eight times as 
many hogs were being shipped 
to market as were received last 
week, 

Consumers continued to pay as 
high as $1.25 a pound for steak. 
Butchers reported receiving an 
increasing number of bitter com- 
plaints about prices from their 
customers. 

More and more, shoppers ap- 
peared to be seeking cheaper cuts 
of meat. The market for ham- 
burger at 59 cents a pound ex- 
ceeded that for steak, The OPA 
ceiling for hamburger was 38 
cents, 

Seeking to calm their customers, 
butchers said the have been 
forced to pay whOlesale prices 
double those under OPA price con- 
trol. Some butchers, even at high 
wholesale prices, reported they 
have been unable to obtain suffi- 
cient quantities of meat, Others 
apparently had fair supplies and 
there were few if any queues of 
meat customers. 

Butter, Poultry Drop. 

Both biftter and poultry had 
dropped in price, today. Butter 
generally was selling for 91 cents 
&® pound, retail, compared to yes- 
terday’s price of 98 cents. 

The St. Louis Daily Market Re- 
porter called the wholesale poultry 
market “utterly demoralized,” as 
prices tumbled 10 to 13 cents on 
spring chickens within a week. 

Wholesale prices were reflected 
in the prices paid by consumers 
today. A dressed fryer could be 
purchased at from 50 to 59 cents 
a’ pound, compared to 60 to 69 
cents a few days ago. Baking 
chickens were being sold at 
around 45 cents a pound and stew- 
ing chickens as low as 40 cents.

CLOSER OPA CHECK 
PLANNED IN AUTO 
AND HOUSING FIELDS 


Automobile sales and’ home 
building in the St. Louis area will 
be subjected to closer scrutiny by 
OPA investigators as the result of 
elimination of meat controls, it 
was disclosed today. 

The staff of some 23 meat regu- 
lation inspectors is being assigned 
to combat black market opera- 
tions in the automobile, housing 
and building materials fields, Ex- 
pansion of the staff had just been 
completed, and new workers had 
barely finished their training for 
a meat enforcement drive, when 
meat was decontrolled, 

OPA headquarters in Washing- 
ton indicated that removal of 
meat controls will be followed by 
an extensive reduction in person- 
nel, but as yet there have been 
no dismissals here. 

There is reason to believe the 
former meat investigators can be 
put to good use in their new 
assignments here. A Post-Dispatch 
investigation of housing last sum- 
mer disclosed evidence of exten- 
sive black market operations, par- 
ticularly with regard to lumber. 
More recently, there have been 
reports of flagrant violations of 
ceiling price regulations in sale of 
new automobiles. 


JAP TESTIFIES ARMY PLANS 
NEEDED HIROHITO’S APPROVAL 


TOKYO, Oct. 18 (AP)—Emperor 
Hirohito was pictured today by a 
witness for Russia at the war 
crimes trial as a “generalissimo” 
without whose permission the 
plans of the Japanese Army could 
not be carried out. 

Lt. Col. Ruizo Sejima, who 
worked in the military operations 
section of the Japanese general 
staff, had been testifying about 
plans for operations against Rus- 
sia when the defense took over for 
cross-examination, 

In response to a question, Sejima 
said plans “after receiving the 
sanction of the imperial throne” 
were sent to the chief of the 
Kwantung Army but the plans 
still had to have the Emperor's 
sanction to be put into operation. 
It was the first time that a Japa- 
nese officer witness had mentioned 
the name of the Emperor in con- 
nection with any Army opera- 
tions.

Scotland Yard Suspects

LONDON, Oct. 18 (AP) — An 
intensive hunt for the thieves who

The duke, who had come to

concerned and annoyed at “the 
exaggerated reports of the value 
of the stolen jewelry,” which one 
British paper placed as high as 
$2,000,000.

The use of “lighthouses in the 
sky,” including one at the North 
Pole, to provide navigational aids 
for planes flying in the polar re- 
gions was suggested today by 
Gordon Atwater, president of the 
Institute of Navigation. 

Atwater, who is curator of the 
Hayden Planetarium and was a 
navigational instructor for the 
United States Navy in the war, 
said such a plan would be dis- 
cussed soon by the technical de- 
velopment committee for air of 
the institute, 

Such lighthouses of the sky, At- 
water said, would be lighter-than- 
alr craft—dirigibles or balloons. 
“They could be stationed at the 
geographic North Pole and uni- 
formly along, say the seventy- 
sixth and eightieth parallels,” he 
said. “They would afford radar, 
radio direction finding navigation 
and communication stations and 
coverage.” A 
With recent flights over the top 


lof the world indicating that the 


earth’s magnetic pole may have 
“shifted,” Atwater said such aerial 
lighthouses might be needed in 


the future when the polar routes 


become more popular. 


He said that lighter-than-air 
craft could do other duties in the 
Arctic, serving as rescue stations, 
weather stations, charting un- 
known regions and making weath- 
er reconnaissances, 

These stations, in a section of 
the world where the temperature 
sinks far below zero, could be 
manned by crews using special 
clothing and heating devices to 
keep them from freezing. 

Atwater said that the lighthouse 
at the North Pole probably would 
be at 5000 to 10,000 foot altitude. 

“This is what we will need as 
the polar flying routes become 
more popular,” he said, “It is not 
a fantastic idea,- It is practical,” 

In Washington, Col. Clarence 8. 
Irvine, pilot of the Pacusan 
Dreamboat on its non-stop flight 
over the Arctic from Honolulu to 
Cairo, said it would be possible to 
set up combat airfields on the} 
Arctic ice. 

“We could crash-land a trans- 
port plane or two loaded with 
bulldozers on a amooth place in 
the ice,” he said.

Flour Decontrol Sought.

The milling industry 
formally requested Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson to tlift 
controls from wheat flour, semo-

Meat Still Scarce. 

Although livestock was flooding 
the country’s major stockyards, 
the scarcity of fresh meat con- 
tinued at most of the country’s 
butcher shops. Packer spokesmen 
predicted conditions would show 
improvement soon. Meat in some 
butcher shops, packers said, is 
coming from small slaughter 
houses. The big packers said they 
would require more time to pro- 
cess and age their products. 

Receipts at 20 of the country’s 
big stockyards yesterday totaled 
372,000 animals with miles-long 
lines of trucks filled with cattle, 
hogs and sheep forming at every 
market, 

Reaction to high prices, which 
knocked hog values down yester- 
day, spread to cattle and sheep in 
Chicago today despite sharply 
lower receipts, Hogs reversed 
their decline, however, and gener- 
ally were steady to up as much ag 
$3.50 a hundred pounds. Prices on 
cattle were down a dollar or two, 
and on sheep there were not even 
any bids by buyers although of- 
ferings prices were down as much 
as $2. 

Receipts generally are lower on 
Friday because packing plants 
close over the weekend. Though 
high for a Friday there was little 
comparison with the influx stock- 
yards underwent yesterday.

AMERICAN ACTION SECRECY

Representative Priest Shocked by Organiza- 
tion’s About-Face After Promise of 
Above-Board Campaign.

Tuesday night Edward A. Hayes, 
Chicago lawyer who is American 
Action’s national chairman, had 
told the committee with the ap- 
pearance of utmost candor that 
he wanted it and the American 
people to know everything there 
was to know about American Ac- 
tion. The next day, as was told 
in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, 

announced after a closed 
meeting in Chicago of the Ameri- 
can Action executive committee 
that the group would not “show 
its hand.” 


: “My per- 
sonal feeling is that the finest 
traditions of Americanism do not 
include secrecy on the part of any 
organization avowedly engaged in 
political activities.” 

Priest said he was surprised at 
the decision of American Action 
to keep its list of candidates 
secret particularly “in view of the 
repeated assurances given the 
committee by Hayes that Ameri- 
can Action would have nothing to 
hide and would give full dis- 
closure of all its activities.” 
riest inted out that Hayes, 
in testifying before the committee, 
“emphasized that all actions of 
American Action would be above 
board and in keeping with the 
finest traditions and ideals of 
American democracy.” 

He noted that the day after 
Hayes’s appearance before the 
committee the Brotherhood of

American Action has yet to file 
ths report required of political 
organizations. under the Corrupt 
Practices Act. Filing of that 
report which must list expendi- 
tures and contributions, if it does 
not identify American Action can- 
didates by name, will strongly 
indicate those who receive its 
support, 

Priest said to the Post-Dispatch, 
however, the hearings held by his 
committee had convinced him 
there were too many loopholes in 
the Corrupt Practices Act.

thing else. One such “borderline 
case” might be an expenditure for 
a radio program by a labor organ- 
ization, The committee heard of 
several such programs, but 
usually the contention was made 
that such expenditures were in 
behalf of the organization itself, 
and it just happened that some 
candidate may have been bene- 
fited. 


This is probably one of the loop- 
holes Priest will seek to close in 
the rewritten bill. As the law 
stands such expenditures are en- 
tirely legal and need not be re- 
ported under the Corrupt Practices 
Act, but the spirit of the act, if not 
its language is that all expendi- 
tures which benefit political candi- 
dates should be made a matter of 
record in reports filed with the

“The thinking of one group,” 
he added, “is dominated by the 
PAC, and the PAC program is 
largely dominated by Communists.

“For a long time President Tru- 
man wavered bpeween these two 
groups, but in fhe final decision 
he has indorsed every PAC pro- 
gram.” 

“Afraid to Offend PAC.” 

“Tf the Democratic party is re 
turned to power, no one can tell 
what its policies will be,” Taft 
said. “We can only guess that 
they will be largely dominated by 
the PAC, because obviously the 
Democratic party is afraid to of- 
fend it. 

“The President vetoed the OPA 
bill at its behest, although even 
his former New Deal leaders in 
Congress like Barkley and Ray- 
burn urged that he sign it. The 
one policy which seems to domi- 
nate Mr. Hannegan is that, the 
PAC must not be crossed. 

“The reason is obvious. The 
Democrats cannot hope for a ma- 
jority in Congress without the 
support of the left-wing organiza- 
tions.”

Taft said Truman was “finally

You 
could see they hated us. Old Jew- 
baiter Streicher looked right at 
me when he said “The Bolsheviks 
will hang you, too, some day.”

They went 
off just like any routine hangings.

SOVIET EMBASSY ASSAILS U. S. 
ACTION ON SLAV DELEGATES 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 18 (AP) — 
The Russian embassy today con- 
demned American action in de- 
manding registration of delegates 
to the All-Slav Congress as a blow 
to understanding and cultural re- 
lations between the people of the 
Soviet Union and this country.

AMERICAN OFFICIAL 
SAYS HE BELIEVES 
HITLER STILL LIVES 


Ex-Intelligence Chief in Ber- 
lin Says He Never Found a 
Russian Who Saw Body. 


BERLIN, Oct. 18 (UP) — Wil- 
liam F. Heimlich of Columbus, O., 
until recently chief of United 
States Intelligence Forces in Ber- 
lin, said yesterday he believed 
Adolf Hitler was still alive. 


Heimlich said: “Frankly, I 
think he never died,” when asked 
for his opinion. 

“As an intelligence man [ am 
always skeptical,” he continued. 
“Hitler’s body wags never recov- 
ered, I have talked with many 
Russians about it, yet there never 
has been one who claimed to have 
seen it.” 

A lieutenant colonel in the 
Army until recently, Heimlich ex- 
changed his intelligence post for 
a civilian job in Berlin’s militar 
government, He now serves as 
deputy director of political affairs, 

Heimlich emphasized that there 
was no concrete evidence to sup- 
port the theory that Hitler killed 
himself as Berlin was falling to 
the Russians; He added that there 
was nothing that even substanti- 
ates the contention that Hitler had 
died, 

No insurance firm would ever 
pay off on the insignificant evi- 
dence of Hitler’s reported death, 
he said, 

The press on May 22 reported 
Heimlich’s opinion—then attribut- 
ed to a “high American official’— 
that Martin Bormann, Hitler’s dep- 
uty, and Eva Braun, Hitler’s mis- 
tress, also were alive. 

He said he did not know how 
the trio might have escaped from 
the beleaguered chancellery fort- 
ress where they had allegedly

Receipts of 
calves were 1700, compared to 
1076 and 1343; hogs, 3500, com- 
pared to 542 and 2057, and sheep 
and lambs, 2000, compared to 827 
and 1732, 

Bidding on hogs drove the price 
up about $3 early in the day, but 
later the price dropped to about 
the same level as yesterday. The 
top hog price today was $25, com- 
pared to an OPA Geiling of $16.20. 

Cattle Steady to $1 Lower. 

Cattle prices were steady to $1 
lower than yesterday. The top cat- 
tle price of $25 was $5 lower than 
yesterday's top, but that was due 
to an inferior quality of cattle on 
the market today.

Mrs. Sweitzer Does Not 
Take Stand — Witness 
Says Pair ‘Were Not 
Getting Along at All.’ 


The defense rested early this 
afternoon in the trial of Mrs. Ruby 
Sweitzer in circuit court at Belle- 
ville for the murder of her hus- 
band, Solen. Mrs. Sweitzer did not 


take the witness stand, 

A rebuttal witness for the state, 
Mrs. Veronica Leslie, 1921 North 
Twentieth street, East St. Louis, a 
sister of the dead man, toid a jury 
in Circuit Judge Ralph L, Max- 
well’s court that her brother and 
his wife “were not getting along 
at all” during the period shortly 
before he was shot to death on the 
front porch of their home at 1437 
North Forty-second street, East St. 
Louis, last March 5, 

About a month before the shoot- 
ing, Mrs. Leslie testified, her 
sister-in-law came to the Leslie 
home and said she wouid “have 
to go to court for an injunction” 
against her husband, because 
“something bad might happen.” 
The witness did not explain the 
conversation further. 

A defense witness, Miss Opal 
Grimes, 812 North Eighty-second 
street, East St. Louis, a clerk in 
a downtown East St. Louis drug 
store, testified Sweitzer had 
bought a bottle of perfume from 
her the day before the shooting, 
saying it was a gift for his wife. 

Testimony of Friend. ' 

Jack Cummins, 2623 Summit 
avenue, East St. Louis, who said 
he had been a close friend of the 
Sweitzers, told the jury they ap- 
peared to have been “getting along 
fine” when he called on them 
about 4 o’clock on the afternoon 
of March 4, nine hours before Mra, 
Sweitzer fired two shots through 
the front door of the Sweitzer 
home, one of them killing her hus- 
band, 

“Sweitzer was washing his car 
alongside the house as I came 
by,” Cummins said, “We talked 
an while, then he invited me in to 


‘look at some new furniture they 
‘had bought, 


They seemed to be 
getting along fine and were proud 
of the furniture.” 

Cummins was one of 17 wit- 
nesses called by the defense 
after the state rested its case 
and Judge Maxwell overruled 
a defense motion for a airected 
verdict of acquittal, The defense 
contends Mrs, Sweitzer shot her 
husband as he stood on the front 
porch, in the belief he was a 
prowler. 

The first two defense witnesses, 
Mrs, Elizabeth Rauch, a neigh- 
bor of 1439 North Forty-second 
street, and Byron Goss, who for- 
merly lived at 1435 North Forty- 
second, testified they had never 
known the Sweitzers to quarrel or 
to behave in a manner which 
would indicate they were not get- 
ting along well together, Their 
testimony was supported by 13 
other witnesses who egaid_ they 
were acquaintances of the Sweitz- 
ers.

Edison Brothers Chain 
Stores, . With Outlets

cused of Overcharges. 


A suit-for $390,583 treble dam- 
ages for alleged over-ceiling price 
sales of nylon hose was filed to- 
day in United States District 
Court by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration against Edison 
Brothers. Stores, Inc., a _ chain 
store concern with retail outlets 
throughout the country. 

An order enjoining the company 
from violations of the emergency 
price control act also was sought 
in the suit, The company, whose 
national headquarters is at 315 
Washington avenue, has 170 chain 
stores, 

The OPA petition said that the 
company between last Dec, 1 
and June 15, sold 1,114,614 pairs of 
nylon hosiery at a total of $130,194 
above permitted prices, On indi- 
vidual pairs of stockings, over- 
charges listed in the suit varied 
from 10 to 20 cents for different 
grades of hose. 

Retail ceiling prices listed for 
the hose varied from $1.10 to $1.45. 

“Each of the sales violated 
maximum price regulations,” the 
petition stated, “and violations 
will continue unless the company 
is restrained by the court.” 

An OPA spokesman told the 
Post-Dispatch that the company 
had sold the stockings at prices in 
excess of the nsark-up permitted 
for chain stores, and had refused 
to lower its prices. 

An official of the company de- 
nied that any stockings had been 
sold above ceilings. “The OPA 
charges are based entirely on the 
fact that the OPA took six months 
to correct an obvious mistake in 
the nylon hosiery pricing regula- 
tions,” he asserted, 

“Office of Price Administration 
officials in Washington admitted 
in December 1945 that the agency 
had made such a mistake, but it 
was not until June that = an 
amendment incorporating the cor- 
rection was issued, All nylon ho- 
siery sold was selling at ceilings 
which were then and are now 
legal ceilings.”

Reconsideration of the commis- 
sion’s previous decision for a five- 
man council under the new char- 
ter was voted last night as a 
means of settling troublesome 
questions respecting the handling 
of hold-over aldermen of the pres- 
ent administration and manner of 
selection of a mayor. 

Move for reconsideration fol- 
lowed a proposal by Paul H, 
Young that his plan for a seven- 
member council, previously re- 
jected by the commission, be 
adopted as a means of solving 
the problem of how to effect 
transition from the present al- 
dermanic form to the council 
form. Hold-over aldermen, one 
from each of the three wards, 
would continue as council mem- 
bers until expiration of their 
terms a year later. 

Under the five-member council 
plan, approved Aug. 1, one mem- 
ber would be named from each of 
the three wards and two at large. 
No decision has been reached on 
manner of selection of a mayor. 
Young’s proposal for the seven- 
member council was referred to 
the Committee on Legislative Pro- 
visions, which will report next 
week, 

After the commission completes 
its work, a pamphlet containing 
the text of the charter and ex- 
planations of how it differs from 
the present form of government 
will be published and distributed 
by the commission. Proposals that 
the commission establish a speak- 
er’s bureau to urge adoption of 
the charter and sponsor public 
meetings on its behalf were voted 
down as being improper and be- 
yond the power of the commis- 
sion. The booklet, Chairman 
Walter Metcalfe pointed out, must 
be “non-argumentative” and must 
stick to facts without taking sides * 
for or against the charter. 

Provisions for initiative, refer- 
endum and recall were adopted 
without dissent. Ordinances could 
be initiated by petition of 10 per 
cent of the registered voters and 
subjected to referendum by peti- 
tion of 15 per cent.

The note today said this gov- 
ernment “deplores” the attitude of 
Yugoslavia as expressed in its 
notes of Sept. 7 and Aug. 13 re- 
garding the rights of “American 
citizens who without any legal 
procedure are being deprived of 
their natural rights as human be- 
ings in the manner outlined 
above.” 

The United States, the note 
added, “expects that remedial 
measures will promptly be taken.” 

In making public the text of 
Patterson's note the State Depart- 
ment also released texts of three 
ether American protests to Yugo- 
siavia on the subject, and two of 
Belgrade's replies. 

Today's note mentioned specifi- 
cally the case of one Kristian 
Hegel. In a note of Aug. 28, the 
United States had contended that 
Hegel had been held in a concen- 
tration camp since Nov. 26, 1944, 
and had been forced to work “as 
a slave laborer.”

contests will be held in the final 
weeks of each period devoted to 
the particular sport. 

Pay for Teachers. 

The program was made possible 
through authorization by the Board 
of Education last summer of the 
principle of compensation to regu- 
lar teachers for supervising after- 
school activities of their pupils. 

Under rules approved by the 
board this month, two regularly 
employed teachers at each school 
may be assigned to this work by 
the principal, who may himself 
take one of the assignments, The 
teacher or principal in charge will 
receive $275 an hour and the 
assistant $2, but both are limited 
to not more than an hour and a 
half a day for not more than 
four days a week. 

The program will be carried on 
for about one and one-half hours 
each school day, Hickey said, be- 
ginning when the schools close 
at 3:25 o'clock and ending at 5 
o'clock. 

Schools which want to partici- 

te in interschool contests will 

e¢ organized into leagues within 
the high school districts. A com- 
mittee of three principals from 
each district will arrange sched- 
ules. Participation in interschool 


games will be limited to the regu- 
larly enrolled pupils whose atti- 
tude and effort in all phases of 
school work qualify them as good 
citizens, Hickey said. 


The program was drawn up by 


la committee of 10 elementary 


principals working with a staff 
from the superintendent's office 
and will be under the over-all su- 
pervision of Louis Kittlaus Jr., 
director of physical education and 
recreation ,and Assistant Superin- 
tendent E, H. Beumer. 

Kittlaus said the physical goal 
of the program was to provide 
each boy and girl with a know'- 
edge of the rules and fundamental 
skills involved in each of the 
sports listed. 

Another important function, 
Hickey said, was to continue the 
teacher-pupil relationship of school 
hours into the after-school period 
and to attach the pupil more close- 
ly to his particular school, 


Some principals have voiced 
fears that the program is too in- 
flexible in that it provides for 4% 
fairly rigid schedule of sports 
withoui much regard for the 
wishes of the children or the fa- 
cilities available, or lacking, at the 
different schools. 

Hickey, pointed out, however, 
that participation in the program 
was optional with each school at 
this time and that, furthermore, 
where a principal may find the 
program ill adapted to his student 
body or athletic facilities, he may

Factors In Decision, 

Reports circulating here indi- 
cated that discussion among the 
four occupying powers as to what 
to do with the bodies after death 
centered around two main factors: 


1. How much criticism would 
be involved in cremating the 11 
men—including five Catholics— 
inasmuch as the Roman Catholic 
Church prohibits cremation? 


(An informed source at the 
Vatican said last night*that the 
cremation of the Nazis was “not 
approvable” by the Church but 
that he doubted any official 
pronouncement would be made 
in the case.) 

2. Which is better, to keep the 
world in the dark about the 
final disposition of the bodies, 
or to make it impossible for 
anyone to do anything about 
the bodies if everyone knew 
what happened? 


In the final analysis, it was re- 
ported, this was the trend of 
thought which finally prevailed: 

As long ds the bodies were 
buried, no matter where, there 
might be fanatics seeking them 
out, either for glorification or de- 
filement. With cremation there 
could be no doubt that incidents 
such as exhumation of the body of 
Benito Mussolini would be avoided. 


Changed Their Minds. 


Only three days before the exe- 
cutions took place security offi- 
cials here stated that disposition 
of the bodies never would be made 
public, but the Allied powers ap- 
parently changed their minds some 
time after that. 

The cremations were conducted 
in the strictest secrecy and there 
were no indications as to where 
they occurred, Disposition of the 
ashes also was in the top secret 
category, without a hint as to 
whether the ashes were scattered 
over land or sea, although the pre- 
vailing opinion was that the dispo- 
sition was made from a plane.

18—Representative Orville Zim- 
merman is virtually certain to be 
elected to his seventh term in Con- 
gress in the Tenth district elec- 
tion Nov. 5. e Tenth is one of 
only two digtricts in the state 
which the Republicans are willing 
to conc to the Demograts this 
year, the o being th® Fourth, 
Representative C. Jasper Bell's 
distritt in Kansas City and Jack- 
son county. 

Although it seems to be the vir- 
tually unanimous opinion that 
Zimmerman will win, the Republi- 
cans are confident that the 6959 
majority he had in 1942, the last 
off-year election, will be materially 
reduced, They are hoping it will 
not exceed 4000. 

The district, which consists of 10 
counties in the extreme south- 
eastern part of the state, extend- 
ing from Cape Girardeau to in- 
clude the “bootheel” counties of 
Dunklin and Pemiscot, is so over- 
whelmingly Democratic that vot- 
ers may stay home by the thou- 
sands on election day and yet 
the party will win. In 1942 the 
Democratic vote was approxi- 
mately 7000 less in the election 
than fn the primary in five of the 
counties. The Democratic county 
tickets had been nominated, the 
nominees were certain of election 
and thousands of voters had no 
interest in congressional or state- 
wide races, A, 

1986 Majority Highest. 

Since the district boundaries 
were established in the 1933 redis- 
tricting, Zimmerman has been 
elected each two years by ma- 
jorities ranging from 6959 in 1942, 
his lowest, to 24,308 in 1936, his 
highest. So accustomed have the 
Republicans become to losing the 
district that they have practically 
abandoned efforts to elect a Con- 
gressman, This year the Repub- 
lican nominee is Walter K, Dillon 
of Morehouse, a veteran, who has 
a very limited acquaintance out- 
side his own county, and who is 
a candidate for office for the first 
time, 

Yet, if the Republicans did not 
lose heart so easily in the face of 
the huge Democratic majorities in 


the Roosevelt years, they might 


have a chance with an outstand- 
ing, aggressive candidate. Harding 
carried this group of counties in 
the 1920 landslide by 5676, and if 
they had constituted a Congres- 
sional district then as they do 
now, a Republican Representative 
would have been elected by 4078, 
that being the aggregate of the 
majorities they returned for the 
Congressional candidates in the 
districts in which they then were 
located, Hoover carried the group 
in 1928 by 5396. 

Six counties in the district can 
usually be counted on to give big 
Democratic majorities. These are 
Dunklin, Mississippi, New Madrid, 
Pemiscot, Scott and Stoddard, al- 
though Stoddard sometimes fools 
the Democrats by going Republi- 
can, There is some indication that 
it will do so this year.

Government aeronautics officials, 
airline representatives and pilots 
met behind closed doors today in 
an effort to find out how to cut 
down on passenger plane crashes. 

Alarmed by four crashes on 
scheduled airlines in 10 days this 
month, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board called the conference of 
CAB Safety Bureau officials and 
representatives of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration, Air Trans- 
port Association and _  Ajrlines 
Pilots Association. 

A CAB official said the meeting 
was closed so that those attend- 
ing could “take down their hair” 
and thresh out the matter 
thoroughly. 

The CAB expected to bring up 
the question of whether war pilots 
are getting enough transitional 
training in flying the larger planes 
with their more complicated in- 
struments. 

Other probable subjects for dis- 
cussion included: Better aids to 
landing; higher ceiling and greater 
visibility minimums; performance 
of altimeters; closer checks by

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RISE TO MUSICIANS 
MAKING RECORDS 


Petrillo Announces 
Agreement — Negotia- 
tions With Transcrip- 
tion Firms Next. 


——— 


CHICAGO, Oct. 18 (AP) A 
37% per cent wage increase for 
musicians who make recordings 
has been agreed between James 
C. Petrillo and industry members, 
says the president of the AFL 
American Federation of Mu- 
sicians. The union dropped de- 
mands for shorter hours and var- 
ious provisions for overtime pay. 

Petrillo announced the agree- 
ment between the union and eight 
representatives of the 205 manu- 
facturers comprising the record 
industry. He said negotiations to 


establish rates for transcription 
work would start here Tuesday. 

The union demanded a 50 per 
cent wage boost for artists mak- 
ing recordings and transcriptions. 
Recordings are made for home, 
broadcasting and juke box use 
and run at the rate of 78.8 revo- 
lutions a minute. Transcriptions 
are used commercially, and played 
at 33 revolutions. Broadcasting 
stations are the major customers 
for transcriptions, but they are 
also sold for other commercial 
purposes. 

The current scale provides $30 
a man for a three-hour recording 
session and $28 for two hours of 
symphonic recordings. For elec- 
trical transcriptions each man re- 
ceives $18 for each 15 minutes or 
less of recorded music, with re- 
cording and rehearsing time an 
hour or less. 

Petrillo’s most publicized dis- 
pute began Aug. 1, 1942, when he 
ordered members of his union to 
make no more transcriptions, The 
dispute with the transcription in- 
dustry ended 27 months later in 
complete victory for Petrillo.

Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, county hos- 
pital superintendent, said there 
have been three other cases of 
typhoid fever in St. Louis county 
this year. The first, he said, was 
reported Sept. 23. 

An investigation, Dr. Lohr sald, 
is being made to determine the 
source of the infection. The Beck- 
er family, he added, used water 
supplied by the City of Kirkwood, 
but had no faucets in their house.

Five new cases of infantile 
paralysis were reported in the St. 
Louls area today, bringing the to- 
tal for the year here to 589, in- 
cluding 31 deaths. 

Two new cases were reported in 
the county, bringing the total for 
the month there to 29 and for the 
year to 165. They were a 32-year- 
old Overland woman and a 3-year- 
old girl from Kirkwood, both 
being treated at County Hospital. 
Eight county residents have died 
of the disease this year, 

One new case was reported in 
the city, a 9year-old boy at City 
Hospital. Total for the year in 
the city is now 218, including nine 
deaths, There were 20 polio pa- 
tients in the isolation division of 
City Hospital this morning. Six 
of them, including three in res- 
pirators, were in serious condition: 

Two new cases were reported 
on the East Side, where there 
have been 204 cases and 14 deaths 
this year. They were a 35-year- 
old woman from Greenville, Il, 
now at St. Mary's Hospital in 
East St. Louls, and a 99-year-old 
boy at his home in Alton. 


INTERNATIONAL UNION TAKES 
OVER GOVERNING FILM LOCAL 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
A representative of the AFL In- 
ternational Alliance of Theatrical 
Stage Employes today ordered sus- 
pended all rights of Film Tech- 
ni ns’ Local 683 to govern itself 
following a union trial of 16 local 
officers charged with ignoring 
IATSE orders to pass through a 
rival union’s picket lines in the 
current jurisdictional movie strike. 

Asserting a “state of emergen- 
cy” exists, Thomas Murtha of 
Brooklyn, who conducted the 
IATSE hearing, announced the lo- 
cal would be governed by na- 
tional IATSE officers or their 
agents until the end of the “emer- 
gency.” 

John Martin, local business 
agent, said the hearing, which he 
termed “farcical”, would have no 
effect on the local union's pre- 
vious decision to respect picket 
lines established by the AFL Con- 
ference of Studio Unions. 


JAP GOVERNOR OF HONG KONG 
AGAIN SENTENCED TO DEATH 


CANTON, China, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
IA. Gen. Hisakazu Tanaka, Gcv- 
ernor of Hong Kong during the 
Japanese occupation, was set- 
tenced to death by a Chinese mili- 
tary court yesterday on wal 
crimes charges. 

Tanaka, commander in chief cf 
Japanese troops in South China in 
1938, already was under death sen- 
tence by a United States military 
cour. for ordering the execution of 
14 American flyers. The Chinese 
tried him for perm.tting atrocities 
against civilians and authorizing 
opium export sales. 

Chinese authorities are reported 
unprepared to return Tanaka to 
American commanders for hang- 
ing, but will execute the generai 
before a firing squad here as soon 
as the sentence has been approved, 


CANCER PREDICTED 
FOR MANY JAPS 
BURNED BY A-BOMB 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
Col. A. W. Oughterson, American 
Cancer Society director, said yes- 
terday that many survivors of the 
atomic bomb attack on Japan had 
suffered scar tissues which would 
develop cancer in the next 10 
years. 

Attending the annual Interstate 
’ Postgraduate Medical Assembly 
here, the chairman of the joint 
commission investigating effects 
of the atomic bomb on the Jap- 
anese population said: 

“Burns from gamma rays of the 
atomic bomb will leave scar tis- 
sue which will lead to cancer in 
many cases over the next 10 years, 
Because these (Japanese) sur- 
vivors will develop cancer and a 
tendency toward other diseases, 
the commission will continue its 
study for years. 

He estimated that, given enough 
men and money, scieatists could 
determine the cause of cancer 
“very likely” within 10 to 20 years. 
He suggested that the next Con- 
gress vote $300,000,000 to start the

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CHINESE REDS INDICATE 
REJECTION OF TERMS 


Communists in Statement Call 
on Chiang to Abide by 
January Agreement. 


PEIPING, Oct. 18 (AP)—Com- 
munist headquarters at Yenan to- 
day broadcast a virtual rejection 
of Chiang Kai-shek’s latest truce 
proposal, made two days ago 
through Gen. George C. Marshall 
and United States Ambassador

(That) should 
form the criterion for all military 
talks and the implementation of 
all political consultation confer- 
ence decisions should form the 
criteria for all political cliques.” 

Chiang’s "Wednesday truce pro- 
posal included a provision that 
the rivals hold territory currently 
under their control, representing 
huge guins since January for the 
Government, 

Government troops, meanwhile, 
launched a general counteroffen- 
sive along the Red-held northern 
sector of the Peiping-Hankow rail- 
road in a stepped-up move to res- 
cue Paoting, capital of Hopeh 
Province. 

Fresh troops poured into the 
Sunglintien sector, 40 miles south 
of Peiping, as the Communists 
evacuated that city rather than 
make a stand there. The Nationals 
pushed cautiously toward Paoting, 
40 miles farther south, along both 
sides of the rail line.

Expected Over Veto Issue; Little 
Possibility Change Will Be Made 


Agreement by Big. Five Necessary to Revise 
It, and Russia Is Expected to Stand Firm 
for Present System — 3 Proposals for 
Elimination or Moderation on Agenda.

NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (AP). 


ATTLE lines were tightening today for a showdown fight in 
the United Nations General Assembly over the veto right of 
the five great powers. It is widely viewed in United Nations cir- 
cles as the major issue before the session opening next Wednesday. 
To change the present veto arrangement it would be necessary 


for the five great powers—China, 


France, Soviet Russia, the United 


Kingdom and the United States—to agree. Russia thus far is ada- 
mant in support of the present system and it is extremely unlikely 


that any change will be made. 
In fact, it is reported in reliable 
Soviet circles that the Russian 
delegation will go down the line 
in the Assembly debate against 
any alteration of the veto right 
it now has under Article 27 of 
the United Nations charter. Lead- 


ing that delegation will be Vy- 
acheslav M. Molotov, Soviet For- 
eign Minister who again sounded 
his views on the veto in the clos- 
ing moments of the Paris peace 
conference this week. 

Austin Withholds Views. 


Warren R. Austin, head of the 
United States delegation, indicated 
yesterday after his first meeting 
with the delegation members that 
he has his opinions on the matter. 
But he declined to deciare him- 
self for the present. 

However, if the United States 
hews to the past line, it will sup- 
port the veto with, perhaps, a 
declaration for moderation in its 
use. It was recalled that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt took the veto plan 
with him to the Yalta conference 
with Prime Minister Churchill and 
Marshal Stalin and the basic fea- 
tures of the system were agreed 
on there. Thus the United States 
sets considerable store by the veto. 

(Sir Hartley Shawcross, deputy 
leader of the British delegation, 
told reporters aboard the liner 
Queen Elizabeth today that Great 
Britain does not plan to bring 
up any problems not already on. 
the assembly agenda, the United 
Press reported. The British and 
Russian delegations ate aboard 
the liner. 

(“I believe it is premature to 
change the veto rule now,” Shaw- 
cross said, “but I am hopeful 
that as organization goes on and 
confidence between nations in- 
creases, the veto will be very 
much less used.”) 

The veto system is this: Under 
the U.N. charter the five powers, 
permanent members of the U.N. 
‘Becurity Council, must agree on a 
‘question of substance before the 
council, Failure of one of the pow- 
_ ers to agree with the others means 
that the sibgle power has invoked 
the veto. Russia has done that 
‘nine times since the council first 
met last January. France has 
gone along with Russia on one 
occasion involving the veto. 


Three Proposals Submitted. 

The issue is this: There are 
three proposals going before the 
assembly which have in mind the 
elimination or possible moderation 
‘of the veto right. 

. Australia threw one in the hop- 
per last July when Dr. Herbert V. 
Evatt, Australian Foreign Minis- 
ter and bitter foe of the veto, for- 
mally asked that the matter be put 
on the agenda. It is notable, how- 
ever, that under present plans 
* Evatt will not come to the General 
* Assembly to push his case in per- 
gon, but will be represented by a 
top-flight delegation. . 

~ Cuba, acting through its chief 
‘delegate, Dr. Guillermo Belt, am- 
bassador to the United States, 
proposed on Aug. 2 that a general 
conference of the U.N, members 
be called in order to eliminate the 
“weto. Cuba. next proposed the 
preparation of a general confer- 
ence of United Nations with a 
view to revising the present char- 
ter. This could conceivably catch 
the veto if any revision of the 
charter is attempted. 

President Truman will attend a 

United Nations reception after ad- 
dressing the opening session of 
the General Assembly next 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Charlies G. Ross, White House 
press secretary, told reporters in 
Washington that Truman will 
speak for about 25 minutes, start- 
ing sometime around 4:30 p. m. 
(3:30 p.m, St. Louls time.) 

After attending the reception, 
which is to be held between 6 and 
& p.m. at the Waldorf-Astoria, Tru- 
man wiil return to Washington.

U.N. TRUSTEESHIP 
ACTION EXPECTED

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Oct, 18 
(AP) — Definite promises of 
_ trusteeship agreements from 
Great Britain and Australia today 
virtually assured creation of the 
important United Nations trustee- 
ship council at the coming session 
of the General Assembly. 

These, together with agreements 
already submitted by France, 
would provide the necessary num- 
ber of trust territories required 
for establishment of the council, 
only major organ of the U.N. not 
yet in operation. 

The only factor which might de- 
lay creation of the council is the 
possibility that the Assembly 
might fail to approve the trustee- 
ship agreements, which outline 
terms under which the trust ter- 
ritories would be administered. 

Informed quarters said an ‘Aus- 


tralian agreement on New Guinea 
had been completed and was 
either on its way to the U.N. sec- 
retary general or actually in his 
office, 

While submission of British 
agreements on Tanganyika terri- 
tory, the Cameroons and Togoland 
was not so imminent, British cir- 
cles said the agreements were 
virtually completed and definitely 
would be turned in during the As- 
sembly session, 


Other Possibilities. 


There also was a possibility that 
other agreements might be sub- 
mitted in time for consideration. 
Some U.N, officials expected Bel- 
gium to offer an agreement on 
the West African territory of 
Ruanda-Urundl, but no definite in- 
formation was available on the 
status of Belgian negotiations. 

The two agreements submitted 
by France concerned French Togo- 
land and the French Cameroons. 

If only France, Britain and Aus- 
tralia offered agreements, the 
council's initial membership would 
be determined automatically by 
the charter, with these three coun- 
tries serving as administering 
states and the United States, Rus- 
sia and China as non-administer- 
ing states. 

The council membership must 
include all states administering 
trust territories and all the five 
major powers, either as adminis- 
tering or non-administering states. 
The charter also provides that as 
many other members must be 
elected as are necessary to insure 
that the total membership eis 
equally divided between adminis- 
tering and non-administering 
states. 

Three Is Minimum. 


Thus, with the five major powers 
already designated for member- 
ship, the minimum number of 
agreements required for creation 
of the council was three, including 
two submitted by members of the 
Big Five. 

All the agreements submitted so 
far deal with League of Nations 
mandates, although any non-self- 
governing territory may be placed 
under U.N, trusteeship if the ad- 
ministering power wants to do so. 

League mandates on which 
agreements have not been sub- 
mitted include: Palestine, admin- 
istered by Britain; the island of 
Nauru, administered by New 
Zealand; Western Samoa, adminis- 
tered by New Zealand; Southwest 
Africa, administered by the Un- 
ion of South Africa, and three for- 
mer Japanese mandates—the Car- 
olines, Marianas and Marshalls— 
now under United States military 
occupation. 

All the league mandates are ter- 
ritories taken from Germany and 
the Ottoman empire after the first 
World War.

The World Trade Picture 


A United Nations committee, meeting in Lon- 
don to prepare for a world conference on trade 
and employment, is tackling a vital piece of 
business at an hour when there is not a moment 
to be lost. : 

We have made progress along the road to 
peace, It has been hard-bought, and it is limited, 
but it is the best hope of the world. At the very 
same time, events have been occurring in the 
economic lives of the nations, including our 
own, which threaten the foundations of all our 
progress. Trade doors have been closed or are 
closing in a large part of the world—in enough 
to affect all the rest. The internationalization 
of trade on which we have built all our plans 
from Bretton Woods through Dumbarton Oaks 
to San Francisco will be a vain dream of peace 
between wars unless the doors of commerce can 
be kept open and reopened. 

The conference on trade and employment 
which is being prepared for now will set itself 
to that objective with the odds already against 
it. Russia has refused to join the International 
Bank and Monetary Fund set up at Bretton 
Woods, and will not even attend the conference 
on trade and employment. It is obviously hostile 
to the whole concept of multilateral trade. 
Throughout its sphere in Europe it is setting up 
the very antithesis of that concept. It has 
grabbed a half interest and control of the basic 
industries of Romania and Hungary, is maneu- 
vering for a similar arrangement with Austria 
through seizure of three-fourths of that un- 
happy country’s industries, and has restrictive 
or monopolistic trade agreements with Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia, Finland and Poland. It controls 
the trade of Yugoslavia and Albania. It has 
floated a $200,000,000 loan from Sweden which 
ties up 10 to 15 per cent of that country’s ex- 
ports. It is collecting $800,000,000 in reparations 
from Finland, Romania, Bulgaria and Hungary, 
which will tie up huge quantities of their ex- 
ports. With these countries free trade has be- 
come impossible—with some of them, any trade 
at all. 

Russia is not the only state trader. So are the 
total states of Spain and Portugal. So, since last 
summer, is Argentina, which is attempting to 
build on the River Plate the same kind of tight 
little trade bloc Russia is essaying on the Dan- 
ube, and by using food and other commerce 
as political weapons throughout the world, to 
“conquer new markets.” 

In the Middle East it is the same story. The 
congressional committee that visited Europe and 
the Middle East in a study of postwar economics 
reported that “the countries visited, almost with- 
out exception, were returning to the principles 
of bilateralism.” 

The best possible place for the United States 
to start its crusade for peace through freedom of

import enough to let other nations live reason- 
ably well, We must make our own economy 
work so well that other nations will be per- 
suaded to throw in their lot with us, in confi- 
dence that our success at home has given us the 
right to leadership abroad.

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Senator Briggs on the Vote Frauds 


Senator Briggs has come through with a de- 
fense of the Democratic party in Missouri in the 
alleged vote frauds in the Kansas City primary. 
To support his statement, there is news that 
agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
are in Kansas City to begin an investigation of 
the fraud charges. 

The Senator says that he urged United States 
Attorney Wear three weeks ago to make “a full, 
searching and impartial investigation.” Wear 
then asked for the files of the Kansas City Star, 
whose reporters first uncovered evidence of vote 
frauds, The files were sent to the FBI, and Mr. 
Wear says, “I feel that they (the FBI) have acted 
upon my investigation.” 

These files were the result of work by 38 Star 
employes, who conducted 8000 interviews. The 
newspaper printed pictures of cornfields and of 
a burned-out apartment house which is said were 
addresses given for some of the voters, 

Apparently the FBI's investigation is what 
Senator Briggs referred to when he spoke of 
“seeming fear that an effort was being made to 
delay the investigation.” The Democratic nom- 
inee said that he “felt sure that developments 
in the next few days would prove that these 
fears were unfounded.” He says further that he 
does not want to be re-elected unless By “an 
honest majority.” 

From now on, the results of the investigation 
will speak for themselves, without further need 
of apologies from Missouri Democrats, The Dem- 
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ocrats, in view of the fact that the Department 
of Justice has moved promptly, need not have 
permitted themselves to have been placed on 
the defensive,

position by his forthright statement, backed up 
by FBI action. 
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More Hush-Hush Stuff 


Another chapter in the hush-hush career of 
American Action, Inc., has just been written at 
Chicago, where, at a meeting behind closed 
doors, it was decided to take its political ac- 
tivities underground. This mysterious organiza- 
tion, organized to support conservative candi- 
dates to Congress, is not going to make public 
the list of candidates it will favor or oppose 
in the November elections. Just how American 
Action intends to win friends and influence 
people by such methods, is a little hard to 
understand, 

For that matter, so are other things in Amer- 
ican Action’s short career, For instance, Gen- 
eral Chairman Hayes confessed to a House com- 
mittee the other day that he couldn't say who 
had started the organization, It was sired in Del- 
aware by what Hayes called a group of “dummy 
incorporators.” When questioned about fellow- 
members of the executive committee, Hayes had 
difficulty in identifying some of them. 

While Hayes denied’ that Ameriean Action 
has a war chest of around a million dollars, 
and said that it had spent only $86,000, with 
$12,000 left in the till, he could not enlighten 
the House committee on how the money was 
spent. After Hayes said that American Action 
had published no campaign literature, Chair- 
man Priest of the House committee coypfronted 
him with two pieces of literature bearing the 
name of American Action. 

One of the documents said American Action 
had a purge list of 187 Congressmen, but Hayes 
said that was “completely incorrect.” He gra- 
ciously added that, from his knowledge of Con- 
gress, there was nothing like that number of 
members who did not meet American Action’s 
standards of Americanism. 

We repeat these tedious details because we 
think American Action, as a rightist group, 
should have the same close scrutiny that has 
been given to the PAC, a leftist group. Any or- 
ganization that is formed to influence the result 
of elections in this country should be willing 
at all times to give a full account of itself, The 
public should know who is behind such organiza- 
tions, how much money they have to spend, what 
their objectives are, the names of candidates 
they are supporting and those they are against. 

At the present writing, American Action has 
a lot to tell the people about itself—and the 
people are listening. 
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The specialists are busily engaged in suggest- 
ing substitutes for meat. However, what most 
of us would like to hear about is a substitute for 
money. 


New Enterprise in Hoodlumism 

Those high-pressure salesmen of the Capone 
mob aren’t discouraged by a few reverses across 
the country, so they're still trying to monopolize 
the nation’s racing news service. Business is 
business with a shoulder holster, isn’t it? So on 
to Louisville! 

To such expansive business men, the Ken- 
tucky city was a natural for a new enterprise in 
hoodlumism, Its racing information boss, Barney 
McDevitt, had retired, leaving an open field. 
Into the field came Francis (Slim) Curry, the 
Capone handbook tycoon from Joliet. With 
him, according to Chief of Police Carl E. 
Heustis, came big money—Capone money. But 
Chief Heustis says neither Curry nor his money 
have gone very far, Louisville remains open to 
free competitive gambling. 

Maybe this should have discouraged the Ca- 
pone crew. They'd already failed to sell Clar- 
ence (Gully) Owen'and Paul (Bev) Brown on 
cutting them in on the St. Louis area race-news 
trade, In New Orleans, they encountered dif- 
ficulty with the police, who protected local 
rackets, and in Joliet a grand jury is investigat- 
ing their operations. | 

But to an experienced racketeer, discourage- 
ment is the spice of perseverance. Anyhow, the 
Caponesters are still trying. And with Chicago 
secured, the mob has done fairly well in Jollet, 
and protected Buggsy Siegel's “Blue Scratch 
Sheet” on the West Coast. Moreover, the Capone 
boys have captured the Kansas City racing news 
business, even though they did have to resort 
to the crude technique of pistol-waving to do it. 
Through Kansas City, the “syndicate” reaches out 
for St. Joseph, Leavenworth, Topeka, Wichita, 
Tulsa, Oklahoma City, Lincoln, Des Moines, 
Sioux City and Council Bluffs. 

If greenbacks and tough talk fail, and if the 
police and FBI don't stop them, there remains 
the sure salesmanship of the tommy gun. In 
that case, murder again will be incorporated, 
coast-to-coast.

Communists, writers say; they view our policy as unrealistic; we 
support old feudal order though change is inevitable; suggest that 
we remove marines and adopt progressive program for united China.

Americans must realize one of the hard 
facts of Chinese politics: in the eyes of 
millions of Chinese their civil war was made 
in America, 


We were the architects of its strategy— 
we flew Government troops into Commu- 
nist territory; we transported and supplied 
Kuomintang armies marching into the Cem- 
munists’ Yellow River basin and into the 
no-man’s land of Manchuria. 


Our marines were moved into north China 
and remained there to support Chiang’s re- 
gime, though fiction succeeded fiction to 
explain in noble words their continued pres- 
ence, 


They were there month after month “to 
evacuate Japanese from China.” When the 
Japanese began to leave, that fiction ex- 
ploded, and the marines remained to coun- 
ter the Russian troops in Manchuria, When 
the Russians evacuated Manchuria and 
that fiction too exploded, it was announced 
that the marines were remaining ‘indefin- 
itely merely to “guard” supply lines to the 
coast. 


A Bastion of Reaction? 


The Kuomintang knows that its new army, 


, the coastal cities, the Peking-Tientsin area 


were al] gifts from America, and that these 
gifts will continue only so long as they can 
infect America with their own fear of a 
league between the Chinese Communists 
and the Soviet Union, 


The Communists, too, realize it—all north 
China and Manchuria might have been 
theirs long since, had it not been for Amer- 
ican intervention—and their bitterness has 
grown with each passing month, 


Asia today regards America as the last 
great bastion of reaction—a nation that 
speaks of freedom, but in the end always 
aligns itself on the side of the old order. 
Even for the most conservative of Ameri- 
cans, a conservative foreign policy is un- 
realistic, As between stability and change, 
change must win. 

Liberty is a glistening word of many 
faces, and the peasant will believe that 
system is best which gives the quickest so- 
lution to the troubles of his daily life. 
He will vote for it, fight for it and die 
for it, If we try to halt this tide, we are 
lost, 

This is a struggle between those privil- 
eged groups who wish to throw the for- 
eigner out in order to occupy his position 
of advantage, and those backward, un- 
happy groups who wish to throw the for- 
eigner out in order to destroy all positions 
of advantage which oppress the common 


people. 
Where Our Policy Leads 


Since it is impossible to halt the revolu- 
tion going on in China and in Asia, a sensi- 
ble foreign policy for America should aim 
for three goals: 

‘(1) That this revolution, when successful, 
be one that regards America as a friendly 
state. 

(2) That it be achieved with a minimum 
of violence and bloodshed, 

(3) That it always preserve within itself 
the right of minority groups to speak, to 
protest, to act under law, and that it per- 
mit the great outer world to observe and 
report the things it does. 

These should be our goals; but the poli- 
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cies which America may pursue at the pres- 
ent moment are limited in number. 


We can pursue the policy that prevailed 
during most of 1945, the policy that led to 
the direct intervention of our marines in a 
Chinese civil war, This policy is uncondi- 
tional support of Chiang’ Kai-shek. There 
is no doubt that Chiang Kai-shek has been 
a valuable ally. But the Chinese people as 
a whole are more important to us than the 
personality of a single individual. What they 
want, not what he wants, is important. 


This policy might have led, and still may 
lead, to either one of two results, One may 
be the division of China. The second re- 
sult of this policy might be total victory 
of the Kuomintang. 


A Historical Monstrosity 


A China ruled entirely by the Kuomin- 
tang dictatorship would be a _ historical 
monstrosity, For a period there would be 
a flourishing industry; railways would be 
built, factories would rise. But the peas- 
ants in the villages would rot, their ten- 
sions would accumulate, their sons would 
be marshaled in the army, Having no out- 
let for domestic tension, this state would 
become (as Japan's did) a menace to all 
the Orient and eventually to all the world. 


The only practical policy is the encour- 
agement of a multi-party government in 
China which will be a vehicle for the 
changes the country needs. It means that 
to re-establish our non-partisan standing, 
American intervention must cease and 
American troops must be withdrawn, 


The encouragement of such a multi-party 
government depends above all upon a prior 
understanding between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. We hold the key. So 
long as any party in China feels that there 
may be an appeal to a partisan court out- 
side China, which will judge in its favor, 
the really constructive forces of the nation 
will be hamstrung. 


To Match Russia’s Vigor 


There remains a last question: suppose 
we cannot get Russian agreement either in 
a hands-off policy or in an affirmative pol- 
icy of co-operation—then what do we do? 


We must match the dynamics of Russian 
foreign policy with an equally vigorous pol- 
icy of our own, Our program cannot be 
the kind we have pursued in the past. 


We cannot defend democracy where de- 
mocracy does not yet exist, We cannot de- 
fend a system of oppression, feudalism, 
and corruption anywhere in the world, and 
persuade people we are doing so in defense 
of their democratic rights. 


We must offer the masses of Asia all 
those things the Russian Revolution prom- 
ises them: bread and equality in their daily 
life. We can offer them even more than 
that, for we are nourished by the tradition 
of an earlier revolution—a revolution that 
promised the world not only equality and 
security, but liberty.

A Good Scout 


JiM BRIDGER; coin tag | MAN. by Stanley Vestel, 
(Willlam Morrow & Co., New Yer k.) 


In this fictionalized biography of Jim 
Bridger, fur trader, frontiersman and scout, 
Stanley Vestal has drawn a swiftly-paced 
account of “Old Gabe’s” career and the al- 
most incredible feats and hardships of 
those who explored the early West, marked 
its trails and prepared the way for settle- 
ment, Vestal has added little to the infor- 
mation contained in J. C. Alter’s more 
scholarly biography, “James Bridger” (1925) 
and despite the imagined conversations 
Vestal introduces and his sincere attempts 
to humanize this legendary figure, Bridger 
still remains a shadowy personality. 

Born in 1804, Bridger wag the son of a 
Richmond (Va.) tavernkeeper who brought 
his family to a new home on Six Mile 
Prairie near St. Louls about 1812. Or- 
phaned at 13, young Bridger took charge of 
a ferry between the Bridger farm wharf 
and St, Louls, but was soon apprenticed to 
Phil Creamer, a St, Louls gunsmith and 
blacksmith. Stimulated by the preoccupa- 
tion of St. Louisans with the fur trade, 
Bridger answered William Henry Ashley's 
famous “want ad” in the Missouri 
lican and became a member of Ashley's fur 
trading expedition to the upper Missouri. 

. * . 


During the next 20 years of his life, the 
tall, sharp-eyed Bridger served as an em- 
ploye of or partner in various fur com- 
panies, traversing repeatedly the area be- 
tween the Canadian boundary and the 
southern line of Colorado and from the 
Missouri River westward to Utah and Idahe. 
His native observational sense was as keen 
as that of the shrewdest Indian scout and 
he had an unfailing memory for places and 
routes. He sensed accurately the passing 
of the fur trade and in 1843 opened a way- 
station, Fort Bridger, on the Oregon Trail 
in southwestern Wyoming, where he pro- 
vided supplies, travel information and wise 
advice to overland emigrants. 

From the late 1840s until] after the close 
of the Civil War, Bridger served as scout, 
or guide, and adviser on numerous Govern- 
ment expeditions, surveys and with Army 
forces. He fittingly played a vital role in 
the last period of the frontier’s history by 
guiding settlers into the choicest mining 
and agricultural valleys, and aiding in the 
location of the first mountain rail lines, 

- * * 

Bridger outlived his three Indian wives, 
and his children cared for him during his 
last years of illness. He died in 1881 and 
was buried on his farm, south of Kansas 
City. In 1904, at the instigation of his old 
friend Gen. Dodge, his body was moved to 
Kansas City’s Mt. Washington Cemetery. 

At times Vestal’s casual treatment of de- 
tails has resulted in minor errors. “Vide 
Poche” was not the Creole nickname for 
the French section of St, Louls but for the 
village of Carondelet; and Vestal’s confu- 
sion regarding geographic points along the 
lower Missouri is surprising for the author 
of “The Missouri,” 

Surprising too, for a biographer of Kit 
Carson, is the description of Carson as an 
“older man” and a “dashing Injun fighter,” 
at a time when Kit was a 13-year-old boy 
apprenticed to a Franklin (Mo.) saddler. 
Readers will find confusing Mr, Vestal's 
preoccupation with the use of “war” for 
“where,” introduced freely in and out of 
conversation, a literary striving after color 
which is more irritating than effective.

Mr. Truman’s Stand on Palestine

That is a very short-sighted 
attitude, and I find it difficult 


to believe that the British Am- 


bassador, a man of exceptional 
wisdom and perceptivencss, 
not warned his Government that 
this is the case. The Prime Min- 
ister must surely know how deep 
the United States has been com- 
mitted to support of all the im- 
plications of the Balfour Declara- 
tion, and the resultant mandate, 
ever since 1917. 


He must know how bitterly 
the White Paper of 1939 was re- 
sented in America as both illegal 
in fact, and a betrayal of all the 
pledges to which Great Britain 
was committed. He must know, 
too, how eagerly the Labor 
party’s support for its withdrawal 
was accepted, and with what con- 
fident anticipation its withdrawal 
was expected when the Labor 
party won its great victory in 
1945. 


Source of Suspicion. 


If there was surprise and alarm 
when long months passed without 
any withdrawal, there was im- 
mense relief when the Anglo- 
American Committee was ap- 
pointed, and a renewal of hope 
when it presented its unanimous 
report. Since then, every action 
taken by the Attlee Government, 
whether in London or in Pales- 
tine, has seemed to an _ over- 
whelming proportion of American 
public opinion both unjust in con- 
ception and lamentable in execu- 
tion. Nothing has done more to 
create, or to recreate, the old 
and harmful suspicion of British 
“imperialism” than the massive 
failure of Great Britain in Pales- 
tine. 


It may well be true that some 
of those who support thé Jewish 
case in this crisis are moved by 
electoral considerations.. What Mr. 
Attlee and his colleagues ought 
to bear very carefully in mind is 
that a deep anger with British 
policy as it is today in Palestine 
would exist if there were no 
American elections at all. 

It is not merely that the Ameri- 
ean Jewish community is being 
antagonized; it is not merely, 
either, that many of the very best 
friends Great Britain has in the 
United States are in despair at 
the unimaginative folly in Lon- 
don. What is worst of all is that 
the sheer ineptitude of the Pal- 
estine policy gives a handle to all 
the enemies of Britain and begins 
to spread a general poison at the 
very roots of Anglo-American re- 
lations. 

I suspect that there is no single 
{issue between Great Britain and 
the United States at the present 
time which gives the British Am- 
bassador more cencern or about 
which he feels more unhappy or 
more helpless. 


‘Snarling Hostility.’ 


It is not only, fet me say frank- 
ly, that the British policy in Pal- 
estine is a bad policy, for it is 
really, as Great Britain ought to 
have learned long ago alike in 
Treland and in India—not to men- 
tion the American experience it- 
self—a mistake of the first’ mag- 
nitude to embark upon suppres- 
sion of disorder without trying to 
remedy the grievances which have 
given rise to the disorder. It is 
even worse to accompany the dis- 
order with an ungracious and 
snarling hostility which suggests 
that all the wrong is on the side 
of the Jews, and that all the right 
is on the side of the British, 


Mr. Attlee and his colleagues 
have given no ostensible weight 
to the very great services ren- 
dered to the Allied cause by the 
Jews in Palestine during the war 
—not least by Moshe Shertok 
(head of the political department 


has 
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of the Jewish Agency), now for 
months in a concentration camp, 
without charges of any kind being 
formulated against him. 

They seem to disregard the fact 
that the source of the disorder 
is a bitter agony for which they 
.themsélves have a heavy share of 
‘blame. They always speak as 
though the whole of Palestinian 
Jewry was involved in the out- 
rages. They must know perfectly 
well that the vast majority is a 
body of peaceful citizens going 
about their daily business. 


Compared to Ireland. 


When Mr. Attlee speaks with 
bitterness about the refusal of the 
Jewish Agency to co-operate with 
the British Administration, I am 
compelled to remember the con- 
tempt poured by labor leaders of 
the day on the notion that the 
Sinn Feiners would gracefully 
collaborate with Dublin Castle in 
creating peace without establish- 
ing the foundations for peace. 

I should like to assure Mr, Att- 
lee that whatever may be his ex- 
perience of his visitors from the 
American: State Department, his 
vague threats about an Arab 
“Holy War,” and the grim hos- 
tility of the Arab League carry no 
weight with people who know how 
little any Arab state is in a posi- 
tion to fight, and how unreal is 
the unity of that Arab League, 
which is itself a British creation. 

The obstinacy in error of a gov- 
ernment which has made a mis- 
take has rarely been better illus- 
trated than in this instance, All 
that the world has expected the 
Labor Government to aid, all the 
pain and tragedy its members are 
pledged solemnly to assist in as- 
suaging, they seek not to see. 
They have even, some of them, 
got to the stage of angry and 
shrill dislike for the Jews in 
Palestine because these latter ex- 
pected that the British Labor 
party meant what it said when it 
made its solemn declarations, 

If Mr. Attlee could get outside 
his embarrassments, even for a 
little time, I think his better self 
would see that the provocations 
from which the British forces 
have suffered in Palestine, foolish 
and wrong-headed as they are, are 
much smaller than the provoca- 
tion British policy there repre- 
sents to-the angry and bewildered 
Jews. 


No Election Stunt. 


Mr. Attlee emphasizes the pa- 
tience of Gen. Sir Evelyn Bar- 
ker and his troops. I think he 
ought to set that in the perspec- 
tive of the patience of the Jewish 
community in Palestine which 
saw the White Paper literally con- 
demn many thousands of their 
brethren in Nazi-occupied Europe 
to torture and death. 

The vita] point is that Mr, Att- 
lee shows an increasing inability 
to understand how deep is the anti- 
British feeling his Government's 
policy has created in the United 
States. It is not an ephemeral 
election stunt. It is a considered 
judgment fed by some of the deep- 
est emotions human beings can 
experience. It embarrasses every 
Englishman in America. It poi- 
sons the hope of that creative un- 
derstanding between the United 
States and Britain so vital to the 
peace of the world. 

I have rarely seen good will 
thrown away by misjudgment so 
grave and so unnecessary. I do 
not know upon whom Mr, Attlee 
relies for his opinion of the 
American attitude. I can only say 
that I am certain American in- 
dignation will grow unless he 
takes steps to alter a policy which 
is an abysmal failure. He has not 
too much time to avert one of 
those catastrophies from which 
there is no recovery.

The St, Louis Community Play- 
house got itself off to an auspi- 
cious start on its twentieth sea- 
son last night by doing a bang-up 
job of the James Thurber-Elliott 
Nugent comedy, “The Male Ani- 
mal,” 

It was the first local production 
for Bradford Whitney, the new di- 
rector who came here from the 
Pasadena Playhouse, and one 
which established him immediate- 
ly and firmly. He had whipped 
together a production of just about 
professional proportions. His play 
clicked smoothly, well-paced and 
well-timed, with no ragged edges 
or first-night stumbling. The cast, 
after a little first-act stiffness, dis- 
played an almost uniform excel- 
lence. All the laughs that were in 
the lines were wrung out, and 
there were many, for “Male Ani- 
mal,” last seen here at the Ameri- 
can in 1941, is a pleasant and stim- 
ulating farte. Characterization 
was sharply defined, The one set, 
by Wallis C. Smith, also new to 
the Playhouse, was a model for a 
small stage. 

“The Male Animal,” of course, is 
a good bet for an amateur com- 
pany, in that it is pretty sure-fire, 
with no role calling for thespic 
straining. But a great deal of its 
humor lies in its gentle ironies, 
little unexpected twists in conver- 
sation, and its good-natured sat- 
ire, as well as in broader farce, so 
it does need sure and expert han- 
dling. And that’s what it got. 

We especially liked Alfred O. 
Wilkinson’s portrayal of Tommy 
Turner, the meek English profes- 
sor who turns into a minor St. 
George of liberalism when he de- 
fies the red-baiters and persists in 
reading a letter of the condemned 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti to his class 
as an example of untutored elo- 
quence—and at the same time 
beats off a flank attack on his 
wife’s affections by an old boy- 
friend, a back-slapping, ex-football 
hero, As Mr, Wilkinson teaches 
English at Washington University, 
it was a triumph of casting to at 
least professional type. There is 
always a temptation to overdo the 
timid, absent-minded type. whose 
primitive urge floats mildly to the 
top of Scotch, but Mr. Wilkinson 
held it well in hand. Lucile Wil- 
liamson was quite satisfactory, 
though a bit too intense, as his 
wife. Jerry Trattler did nice work 
as the old boy-friend, Joe Fer- 
guson. Others who deserve special 
mention are Eugene Chosid, Don 
Harris, Barbara Isaac and Harvey 
Obenhaus, 

The play will be repeated for 
the public tonight at the Play- 
house, 812 Union boulevard, and 
for six days next week beginning 
Monday. Two weeks of perform-

WOMEN SHIRK DUTY 
FANNIE HURST SAYS 


Novelist Asserts They Must 
‘Learn to Use Politics’ 
to Improve World. 


Women are playing a pitifully 
small part in the “blue-printing 
of what needs to be the bravest 
and newest world the human 
race has ever known if we are to 
avoid mass suicide,” Fannie 
Hurst, novelist, and former St. 
Louisan, said here last night. 

In a speech before the Business 
and Professional Women's Club 
of St. Louis and St. Louls county 
at Hotel Chase, Miss Hurst urged 
women to play an active role in 
politics and to take an interest 
in the social and economic prob- 
lems which’ concern them, 


“Since we achieve the vote a'§ 


quarter of a century ago, we have 
yet to prove that via it, we come 
bearing appreciable gifts to a 
man’s world, or that we have suc- 
ceeded in lifting the bloated po- 
litical face of the country, or im- 
proving its political profile,” she 
said, 

“Furthermore, women failed to 
play a sufficiently strong and 
potent part in the period between 
the two world wars in combating 
the threat and the ultimately 
dreadful reality of the second 
world war.” 

The era for only passive par- 
ticipation by women in politics is 
“as dead as last year’s hats,” Miss 
Hurst declared. She said an edu- 
cational and sales job must be 
accomplished to show American 
women that politics mean better 
schools, roads and housing. 

“Until women learn to use poll- 
tics for the purposes for which 
politics is intended, no woman in 
this room, or in this nation, is 
entitled to self-satisfaction over 
our achievements, notwithstanding 
our present spiritual, artistic, in- 
tellectual oor ethical achieve- 
ments,” she said. : 

“An immense proportion of 
drowsy-minded American women 
live according to a clock which 
does not move forward, but which 
eternally marks the hour of sex 
o'clock. An hour, to be sure, 
which has its place on the dial, 
but 23 additional hours also have 
their places, 

“The allegedly separate interests 
of men and women inevitably are 
merging. Women will and must 
play a role not only in the home, 
but also in the political, economic 
and social life of tomorrow. And 
tomorrow begins at 12 o'clock to- 
night,” 


RECORD 2,000,000 STUDENTS 
JAM UNIVERSITIES, COLLEGES

Three; especially of the British

Does or does not the Soviet 
Union want the western powers 
to co-operate in saving Hungary 
from complete economic prostra- 
tion? Does Moscow want the 
Tl nited States and Britain to play 
a major role in gradual stabiliza- 
tion of Hungary’s currency? 

U. S. Banker’s Role Recalled. 

One can see the pertinence of 
these queries by reviewing what 
had to be done to save Hungary’s 
economy after World War I. 
Things were very bad here—until 
an able American banker, Jere- 
miah Smith, was called: to Buda- 
pest. He was made the unchal- 
lengable czar of all Hungarian 
government expenditures, 


Hungary got a western loan at 
the same time—but it was Smith, 
slarhing expenses with a ruthless 
hand, and absolutely free from 
local political pressures, who put 
the pengo-on a solid foundation. 
He won the respect and affection 
of all Hungarians. A bust of Jere- 
miah Smith stands today in Hun- 
garv'’s Parliament—even the Nazis 
didn’t touch it. 

An authoritative Hungarian 
economist said to me recently: 
“We cannot have a stable cur- 
rency until there is someone in 
firm control of our government's 
expenditures. Such a man can- 
not be a Hungarian, or one of. our 
politicians. What we need today 
in Hungary is another Jeremiah 
Smith.” . . . But Hungary can- 
not get the services of an out- 
standing American or British fi- 
nancial authority without Soviet 
consent, 

Not many qualified Hungarians 
appear at all hopeful about Big 
Three action and co-operation be- 


ing Inaugurated here in time to 
stave off the most disastrous 
costs of a second inflation. At 
best they hope that the Soviets 
and the British-American govern- 
ments will not sit idly by and 
watch Hungary drift into near- 
Chaos. ; 


Dilemma for Russia. 


Moscow faces a tough dilemma. 
It cannot give Hungary the credits 
which are essential... In addition 
the Soviet economic policies in 
Hungary thus far are diametri- 
cally opposed to giving the Brit- 
ish and Americans any opening or 
special standing here. The Rus- 
sians know that credit-giving gov- 
ernments usually acquire consid- 
erable political power inside any 
country to which they make a 
loan. Moscow desires to remain 
the one great power with real in- 
fluence along the Danube. For 
these reasons it will not be easy 
for Moscow to invite or support 
Big Three co-operation in Hun- 


gary. 


The other horn of the dilemma 
concerns what kind of a “friendly 
Hungary” the Soviets may wind 
up with—unless Big Three inter- 
vention comes. An insolvent and 
economically paralyzed neighbor, 
along this key stretch of the 
Danube, will eventually become a 
serious liability to the Russians 
in many ways. It might be a revo- 
lutionary Hungary, all right—but 
it also might be a nation over- 
whelmingly and permanently an- 
tagonistic to the Soviets, 


The menace of a second Hun- 
garian inflation also threatens the 
stability of all central and Danu- 
bian Europe. Disorder and eco- 
nomic paralysis in Hungary would

When one considers the damage that is done 
when fire gets out of control in the autumn 
woods, especially after a long period without 
rain such as we are going through as I write, 
it is impossible to stress too strongly the need 
to guard against carelessness. High winds dur- 
ing the last.few days have brought down the 
leaves to increase the hazard still further and 
to make the fires still harder to control once 
they are started.

Young 
trees are either killed outright or stunted so 
badly that their eventual value as saw-logs is 
greatly lessened. Perennial grasses on the forest 
floor, on which many Ozark farmers depend 
for a great part of the forage for their live- 
stock, are burned back to the roots so that they 
have little chance to survive the winter. Shrubs $4 
which normally furnish browse for our growing re ?

Border . i 
cover between the woods and cultivated land, so ne ypaayc eo — ing her 
necessary for the Bob White, songbirds and Ong, as the ofricer retaliares, 
small furbearers, also suffers greatly from fire 
at this season of the year. 
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MANY OF THESE AUTUMN FTRES are still 
started by private owners of woodland in the 
hope or belief that burning off the timber will 
leave the ground clean so next year’s grass can 
grow. What actually happens, of course, is 
that the covering of humus on the forest floor is 
destroyed and the ground left bare to erode dur- 
ing the winter months. This is the best insur- 
ance a livestock man can buy that his woodland 
pasture will raise less good grass next year 
than it did last year—and have a smaller carry- 
ing capacity per acre. So it really behooves 
everyone with an interest in Missouri's forests— 
sportsmen, farmers, timber owners, stockmen 
and just plain tourists who ride the highways 
to enjoy the beauty of autumn in the hills—to 
co-operate with state and federal forest officials 
in keeping down fire loss. The carelessness of 
one motorist in tossing away a single cigarette, 
instead of crushing it out in the ash tray of the 
ear, may cause damage running into thousands

They certainly haven't made a masterpiece of “NOBODY 
LIVES FOREVER,” currently at the AMBASSADOR. It's 
too trite for that, in the usual screen pattern. But, for a 
—eonventional crook melodrama, it has expertly written dia- 

logue, expert direction and acting, and rates 

above the average in entertainment. 
W. R. Burnett, who wrote it, knows his 
underworld, but his plot is enmeshed in the 
' the obvious Hollywood “situation.” John Gar- 
field, as an ex-G.I., returns to his old con- 
« fidence-game racket, He sets out to swindle 
a beautiful widow, Geraldine Fitzgerald, 
through a fake deep-sea salvage operation. There the writer's 
inspiration ended. What else could happen, but the con man 
falling for his victim? He confesses everything, but she still 
loves him. There must be an exciting climax. So some of 
the con man’s associates, feeling double-crossed out of their 
share in the “take,” kidnap the widow. Garfield rescues her 

in a gun fight, 

The chief objection to this sort of thing is not in its 
entertainment values. It is setting up a false standard of 
sympathy for underworld characters, True, the script gets 
by the Johnson office, hewing to the letter of the law. The 


“pad” crooks, like Doc, ably played by George Coulouris, and 


Shake and Windy, are rubbed out or jugged. The “good” ones 
like Nick Blake, Garfield's role, or Al Doyle (George Tobias), 
his sidekick, get by at the end with a snappy bit of rescue 
work on the side of the law and a hasty, rather vagve, prom-. 
ise of reform. Another character called Pop, played by the 
sterling Walter Brennan, is a tough old boy who isn’t mealy- 
mouthed enough to promise anything so patently insincere, so 
he is disposed of with a hero's death. mA 

But the “good” crooks are presented as just that—straight- 
forward, likeable fellows; Nick Blake was a war hero in the 
bargain. Result is that the spectator, if he falls in the mood 
of the film, finds himself secretly pulling for the confidence 
game to succeed, resentful of Blake’s discarded moll who 
threatens to throw a monkey wrench into it. And that’s not 
the way nice spectators should feel. 

Geraldine Fitzgerald, potentially one of the screen’s finest 
actresses, does a workmanlike job, but there’s not enough 
strong emotional meat in it for her, She deserves better. 

Incidentally, this picture is a good example of how some 
films are being withheld from distribution by Hollywood pro- 
ducers to meet any future loss of production due to strikes. 
We saw it in India 10 months ago on our way back to China, 
And it's just now being first-run here.

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NEW YORK, Thursday. 


ESTERDAY I had my first 

meeting with advisers in prep- 

aration for work on Commit- 
tee No. 3 (social, humanitarian 
and cultural) during the sessions 
of the United Nations assembly. 
Today the regular meetings of the 
United States delegation begin, 
morning and afternoon. And next 
week the assembly will be in ses- 
sion, beginning on the afternoon 
of Oct, 23. 

Every citizen of the United 
States will listen with great inter- 
est to Secretary of State Byrnes's 
report on the Paris peace confer- 
ence when he broadcasts to the 
country tonight. Nothing gives 
one such a sense of really under- 
standing our foreign relations as 
hearing from the individual chief- 
ly responsible for conducting ne- 
gotiations. When you read ac- 
counts written by other people, 
you know you are getting the 
facts through their impressions, 
whereas when the man in charge 
actually talks to the people, the 
real situation emerges. 


Last evening, I went to speak 
at St. George’s Episcopal Church, 
where they are holding weekly 
meetings to carry on, side by side, 
a study of the Bible and a study 
of the things that are happening 
in the world, The purpose is 
to make church people more 
conscious of their responsibilities 
in shaping world affairs. 


Yesterday afternoon, I went up 
to receive an award from the 
Good Neighbor Federation at the 
Settlement House on East 106th 
street. This house is carrying on 
a most interesting experiment in 
inter-racial work among young 
people in a neighborhood where 
many races live side by side.

The building was turned over 
by the Jewish federation to a new 
and reorganized board because 
the neighborhood had become so 
varied that they felt the build- 
ing should no longer serve just 
one group. In it, varied leisure- 
time activities are carried on, 

This is an _ underprivileged 
neighborhood, and therefore one 
finds gangs among the boys and 


many practices which would lead 
rapidly to juvenile delinquency, 
Ofter, great bitterness exists be- 
tween the various young groups. 
Therefore, to have them develop 
their abilities: in the arts and 
crafts, and learn to play together, 
is a real safeguard and outlet. I 
‘was very much impressed by the 
program of music which they put 
on yesterday, One boy played 
the piano so well that I wish I 
could have him come with some 
of his group and play for me, 

I am always very appreciative 
of the kindness which prompts 
people to give me an award for 
help in inter-racial understanding, 
but I never feel that anything 
any of us do in this respect de- 
serves an award, since we are 
serving our own interests and 
the interests of our country, 

I have come to the conclusion 
that love of anima]s is one of the 
things that can create a bond 
among people. As I walk about 
Greenwich Village and exercise 
Fala, while doing my household 
shopping in the mornings, I find 
that all of the children and many 
of the grownups want to be friend- 
ly with both Fala and me! 


Squash Pie

LABOR TURNOVER INCREASES 
TO WARTIME LEVELS AGAIN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
A year after V-J day, labor turn- 
over bounced back up to wartime 
levels in August, the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics reported today. 

The hiring rate for all manufac- 
turing industries was 68 per 1000 
employes, against 59 per 1000 in 
July and only 30 per 1000 in Au- 
gust, 1939, 

Women were employed at a 
faster rate than men in 14 out of 
19 major industry groups and at 
the same rate in two others. 

For every 1000 workers on fac- 
tory payrolls in August, 51 quit, 
11 were laid off, four were fired, 
and two left for other reasons, 
As in hiring, the separation rate 
was higher for women than for 
men.

E are troubled in this country 
W aout the failing children, 

those who cannot do well in 
school those who refuse to go to 
school, those who get into trouble 
with society. We talk and talk 
and plan but we seem to do little 
that helps the children, 
For one thing we begin too late 
most of the time. We wait until 
the failing child commits some bit 
of mischief bad enough to make 
people worry, Then we pick up 
the youngster and commit him. to 
some sort of penal institution, 
ustially called a reform school. 
The children committed to such 
schools do not seem to be helped 
much. Such schools are not the 
answer. 
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CHILDREN need to live with 
intelligent, affectionate people and 
their parents are supposed to be 
just such peepie. Unfortunately, 
many parents know less about 
rearing children than they do 
about any other duty that is theirs. 
They have taken the trouble to 
learn how to cook, sew, clean a 
house, earn a living, play a game. 
Rarely, rarely have they taken the 
trouble, and it is trouble, to study 
how best to rear a child. They 
think they know. Didn't their 
parents bring them up without 
any such monkey business as 
clinics, lectures, P.T.A.s and that 
fussy to-do? Well! 

It is useless to try to tell such 
people that the children of this 
generation are born into a differ- 
ent world: and nee a special 
training to fit them to live in it. 
It is useless, too to tell many of 
them that their children need 
apecial diets, the care of an under- 
standing physician, the help of a 
good teacher. They will tell you 
they know how to feed their chil- 
dren and they don’t need any in- 
struction from an old mail school 
teacher or a doctor who just 
wants their money. 
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IT IS such home problems that 
make the teachers’ problems com- 
plicated and fill the institutions. 
Children do nee special diets, 
they do need physicians’ care, 
they must have helpful teachers, 
andthe need acutely, under- 
standing parents, 

»The child with bad teeth, bad 
eyesight, poor hearing, stopped 
nose and blocked breathing, 
would be a different child if his 
needs were attended to by a 
skilled physician. The child who 
has no home care would be re- 
born if placed in a home where 
he got the care a child needs, and 
the essential affection. 

When there is evident distress 
in a child’s mind or body, attend 
to the trouble immediately. Begin 
at the source of his trouble. Chil- 
dren in good health, living in good 
homes, are not delinquents. If 
children were treated intelligently 
by adults in charge of them, there 
would be very, very few delin- 
quents.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“How the Other Half Lives.” 


In 1890 when Jacob R, Riis 
published his book, “How the 
Other Half Lives,” he aroused the 
conscience of society. People were 
shocked and inspired to a deter- 


mination to ameliorate the slum 
conditions which the book s0 
graphically and  heart-rendingly 
portrayed. Riis also made famous 
the phrase “how the other half 
lives,” leading many people to be- 
lieve he had originated it. He had 
not; both the language and the 
idea long anteceded him. 


The earliest recorded use of the 
phrase was in French, by Rabe- 
lais, in the second book of his 
“Works,” published in 1532, Even 
at that time, however, as the con- 
text indicates, it was proverbial, 
for Rabelais wrote: 

“And there I began to think, 
that it is very true, which is 
commonly said, that one half of 
the world knoweth not how the 
other half liveth.” 

The phrase was also used by the 
seventeenth century English poet, 
writer and moralist, George Her- 
bert, in his Jacula Prudentum, 
published in 1640. Herbert's usage 
was apparently merely a transla- 
tion, for he put it: 

“One half of the world knows 
not how the other half lives.”
